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Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 7: US Patent 4190221 to Updike fails to disclose a hanger having a 
bottom hanger coupled to the back face and spaced apart from the top hanger wherein the bottom 
hanger includes a nonlinear bottom slot having a substantially constant width substantially equal 
to the width of the top slot and a first, closed end and a second, opened end, the second end 
opening into a bottom receiving area that is at least twice as wide as the bottom slot. Neither 
Updike nor any other prior art show or teach a hanger with a top and bottom hanger arrangement. 

Claims 9-13 have been found to be allowable as being dependent upon the allowable 
claim 7. 

Regarding claim 14: Updike fails to disclose a hanger comprising a chamber formed

behind the hanger face and substantially surrounded by the sidewall; a nonlinear slot cut into the 
hanger face, the slot lying substantially in a vertical plane defined by the hanger face and 
opening at one end into a receiving area; and at least two flanges, one on each side of the 
receiving area and angled in toward the open end of the slot. Neither Updike nor any other prior 
art show or teach a hanger with such an arrangement. 

Claims 15-17, 37-41 have been found to be allowable as being dependent upon the 
allowable claim 14. 

Regarding claim 3 1 : Updike fails to disclose a hanger comprising wherein a slot includes 
a third, closed end, and wherein the locking path extends between the first, closed end and the 
third, closed end, and wherein the exit path extends between the first, closed end and the second, 
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opened end, and wherein the entry path extends between the second, opened end and the first, 
closed end. Updike nor any other prior art show or teach a hanger with such an arrangement. 

Claims 34 and 35 have been found to be allowable as being dependent upon the 
allowable claim 3 1 .
